Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1-3, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U. S. 
Patent No. 6,134,593 Alexander et al. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Without addressing the propriety of the rejection, and in view of the Examiner's 
indication of allowable subject matter, Applicant has incorporated the subject matter of 
claims 3-4 and 10-11 into claims 1 and 8, respectively. Accordingly, Applicant submits that 
that claims 1 and 10 are allowable over the prior art of record.
